If it were believed that the war 
would be one of long duration steps would 
be immediately taken to raise extraordinary 
revenues, but the more experienced mem- 
bers of the committee say that even if 
revenue is provided the issue of bonds will 
be none the less necessary, because money 
will be needed in large quantities at the 
start. 

Considerable thought has been atten to 
various propositions for raising revenue by 
a tax on beer, proprietary articles, and ad- 
ditional customs duties. But it is felt that 
these measures must necessarily be resorted 
to after a bond issue to provide for interest 
charges and the conduct of the war rather 
than to meet the first shock of battle, be- 
cause it is evident that any revenue pro- 
vision must necessarily produce money slow- 
ly. An extra dollar a barrel on beer would 
produce in the neighborhood of $30,000,000 
@ year, but this would come in piecemeal, 
and the same thing would be true of the 
other internal revenue or customs tax, 
whereas the special necessity of the govern- 
ment would be for a large sum of money 

to expedite military operations. 

Om the basis of the $50,000,000 alreody 
voted for mere preparation, it is figured that 
the first bond issue would hardly be less 
than $200,000,000. This sum the members of 
the cCommifttee believe would be readily sub- 
scribed for by our own people without going 
abroad, although the balance of trade is now 
so heavy in favor of this country that Du- 
rope would probably be glad to liquidate its 
indebtedness on American securities in view 
of the fact that, whatever may be the issue 
of the first month or two of the war, the final 
triuinph of the United States is inevitable. 
It is figured out that the country ought not 
to be obliged to pay over 4 per cent even in 
face of the fact Congress would permit no 
change in the phraseology of the bonds and 
they would have to be made payable in coin 
instead of gold. The last bond sale was on 
a basis below 4 per cent, and it is not be- 
lieved that the threat of war would raise the 
interest rate materially. for since the last 
issue the country has voted overwhelmingly 
for sound money and thus has given a moral 
pledge of honest redemption ofall future 
bonds.

reserve, so that without paying out green- 
backs or silver certificates the Treasury 
could spare that large sum in gold without 
interfering in any way with its usual oper- 
ations. As a matter of fact, the excess of | 
gold has been something of an embarrass- 
ment, and it has lain idle in the Treasury 
vault, apparently waiting for just such an 
emergency as now confronts the country. 

Promptly following on a declaration of war 
Congress would certainly authorize a heavy 
issue of bonds, and this would at once place 
the Treasury in a condition where it could 
defy the expected assaults from the stock 
jobbers and the frightened business inter- 
ests of the north Atlantic coast. Following 
upor the bond issue, Congress would un- 
doubtedly provide for additional revenue, to 
be somewhat in the nature of a sinking fund 
to meet the interest charges and provide for. 
the gradual payment. There are abundant 
avenues of revenue open yet which could 
easily produce large sums of money. They 
would, of course, take time, but they would 
be none the less necessary, for a war even 
of short duration would cost the country 
several hundreds of millions, whereas the 
entire receipts from customs from July 1 up 
to the close of business today were only 
$104,016,416, and the internal revenue for 
the same time was $120,557,348. The big de-

The complete reports 
will probably add largely to the’ list of 
fatalities and the amount of property 
damage. 

One result of the floods was the wreck of a 
Pennsylvania worktrain near Columbus, 
Ind. -It left. Columbus to distribute large 
forces of laborers at the endangered points.

Throughout Illinois and Kentucky the 
rainfall was heavy, but the resulting over- 
flows have done far less damage than in Ohio 
and Indiana.

Flood Is a Freak. 


Close students of the Ohio River say this 
is the most peculiar of the great floods that 
have been experienced during the last twen- 
ty years. Up to the present the flood waters 
that have neached the Ohio come from the 
right bank almost exclusively. If the vol- 
ume of water was proportionately as great 
from the left bank the flood would be even 
more disastrous than was the overfiow of 
1884. 

From Pittsburg to Cairo the streams on. 
the north side of the Ohio are bank full, or 
have passed their bounds and flooded the 


‘low lands. 


Rain has been falling steadily at Cincin- 


‘nati since last Saturday, the total precipi- 


tation being 2.46 inches. Reports from cen- 
tral points in Indiana and from Springfield, 
Troy, Urbana, Zanesville, and other Ohio 
cities show a rainfall of from three and a 
half to four inches throughout large por- 
tions of these States, and one-half the rain- 
fall was in the last thirty-six hours. 

Practica}ly all the railroads in central and 
southern Opio are crippled by reason of 
washouts, @angerous bridges, and _ sub- 
merged tracks, the principal sufferers being 
the Pan-Handle, Pennsylvania, Vandalia, 
and Erie.

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ANSON AY BOY THE 


VETERAN HOLDS AN OPTION AT $150,- 
000 AND HAS A BACKER. _ 


| 
‘Chance Is Said to Be Good of His Rais- 
ing the Funds and Becoming the 
_Chicagos’ Magnate as Well as Man- 
ager—Has Been Working Quietly to 
Close the Deal for Weeks—Burns’ 
Contract with Chicago Is a Condi- 
tional One. 


Captain Adrian C. Anson holds an option 
on the Chicago baseball club that has yet 
some time to run, and developments of the 
last few days indicate that there is a chance 
that the famous ol4 diamond leader may 
s00on become the nominal owner of the club 
from which he recently was supposed to 
have permanently retired. 

The circumstances of the giving of the 
option to Captain Anson are as follows: At 
the time of the expiration of his contract as 
manager of the Chicago club Captain Angon 
held a number of consultations with A. G. 
Spalding. The latter had long been a stanch 
friend and admirer of the Colts’ leader, and 


‘Was anxious to do anything in his power 


to show his regard for Anson. Captain 
Anson refused to consider any proposition 
that in the least placed him in the light of a 
pensioner upon the Chicago club because of 
his long services. 

Nevertheless the veteran- admitted he 
would like an opportunity to get control of 
the club whose players he had so long man- 
aged, and many of his friends advised that 
this would be a fitting climax to his baseball 
career. 

Option for $150,000. 

Finally, therefore, the Chicago club gave 
to Anson an option on the ptrchase of the 
team for the sum of $150,000. The option 
was to run, it is said, seventy days. What- 
ever its duration, it yet has some time to 
run, it is said five weeks. : 

Captain Anson then set out to secure the 
backing with which to buy the club. It is 
said he has met with some Gisappointment 
in this particular, yet his confidence that 
he would succeed has been so strong that 
he has refused several other business op- 
portunities.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—Congre 
man Lorimer is emphatic in Kis declarations 
regarding the necessity for action in Cuba.

MANY CONFER WITH GEN. ALGER 


Gen. Miles, Senators Lodge and Hoar, 
and Others Plan for Coast Defenses 
and Fortifications.

Washington, D. C,, March 23.—Secretary 
Alger’s office at the War department pre- 
sented an unusually busy aspect today. 
Much of the Secretary’s time was occupied 
in conference with the various bureau chiefs 
of the department in connection with prep- 
arations to improve the fortifications on the 
seacoast. In addition there were a number 
of members of Congress who called to have 
a word with the Secretary, among them be- 
ing Senators Lodge and Hoar and Repre- 
sentative Marsh of Illinois. 

During the morning Secretary Alger was 
also in conference with General Miles, com- 


manding the army, respecting the military 
occupation of’ Fort Jefferson on Dry Tortu- 
gas island. The determination to garrison 


this fort has been reached by the Secretary 
after a conference with his aides and the 
Navy department officials and the questions 
now to be met are those of what improve- 
ment in the fortifications now there may 
be necessary. 

Reports to the War department show that 
about 400 men up to this time have been en- 
listed for the two artillery regiments recent- 
ly authorized by Congress. About 1,600 men 
in al? are required. Most of the new re- 
cruits are sent to join old established regi-. 
ments and in many cases experienced men 
from the latter are detailed forduty at the 
seacoast fortifications. 

' ‘There is a general impression at the Navy 
department that it will become necessary 
shortly to relieve Rear Admiral Sicard of 
command of the North Atlantic squadron 
and grant him indefinite sick leave. Secre- 
dary Long desires to have it understood that 
his action in ordering a medical board of 

rvey for the examination of Admiral 
icard was based entirely upon the request 
of that officer. Commodore W. 8. Schley, 
chairman of the Light House board, is re- 
garded as most likely to secceed the Admiral 
should he be relieved. He is on officer of 
ability, tact, and courage, and was in com- 
mand of the cruiser Baltimore in the harbor 
of Valparaiso during the Chilean revolu- 
tion.

PLEA FOR A BALLOON SERVICE. 


Chief. Signal Officer Greely Thinks It 
Would Be Invaluable for Sea and 
Land Observations. 


Washington, D. C.,,March 23.—Secretary 
Alger had with him in conference for some 
time today General A. W. Greely, chief sig- 
nal officer of the army. Genera] Greely has 
urged upon the Secretary the importance 
of an allotment of money for the purpose of 
connecting the various parts of the fortifica- 
tions at séaport cities by means of electrical 
communication, and in response to his rep- 
resentations on this subject work in that 
direction ‘is about to begin in New York 
harbor. | 

Another matter which General Greely 
thinks of great importance to the army in 
case of hostilities is the employment of bal]- 
loons for observation purposes. He has 
asked repeatedly for an appropriation from 
Congress for experiments in this line. He 
hopes that some money may be soon put at 
his command for expeMments with balloons, 
as he believes they would be invaluable for 
manp purposes in time of War. For in- 
stance he says while floating in the air off 
the coast around any of the seaport cities 
they could observe the presénce of ships 
of the enemy’s fleet at a great distance eff 
shore, and:by means of the cable attached 
4o them and connecting with telegraphic 
instruments below \could disseminate in- 
formation ef the fact. 

Should an army of occupation be sent to 
Cuba the balloons would be of use, it is 
thought, in the observations of the opera- 
‘tions of the enemy's army, the country be- 
ing quite thickly wooded, so that it would 
be impossible at times to ascertain the 
movements of the opposing troops while 
on the ground. 

General Greely does not believe there is 
much danger to be feared from the fire of 
the enemy, as experience has shown it to be 
a very difficult matter to gnuge properly 
the height to which the aerodhaut takes his 
balloon, and guns of peculiar pattern and 
manufacture are almost a necessity for use 
against balloons.

Gomez spoke with freedom regarding the 
condition and strength of the insurgent 
forces. The messenger who visited the head- 
quarters informs me that from observations 
in differené camps he is satisfied there are 
5,000 insurgents in Santa Clara Province, 
well armed and supplied with ammunition, 
but lacking in clothing. He found them full 
of determination. General Gomez said: 

*“*T wrote Martinez Campos while he was in 
command, and he answered my letter. His 
successor, Weyler, I would not dignify in 
such a manner, but I did write Blanco and 
stated to him: ‘ Spain is killing the young 
men of the country, not in battle, but from 
climatic diseases. She is exhausting the 
treasury in a hopeless war, for by the 
methods I pursue in resisting Spain's ef- 
forts to suppress the revolution she cannot 
combat me successfully while my strength 
increases and hefs diminishes.’ — 

‘My army has been underestimated. I 
have in successful resistance to Spanish rule 
nearly 50,000 men. Since‘ autonomy was 
first agitated I have gained 5,000 men in 
the Oriente (Santiago Province) alone.” 
Three days ago eight men, many of them 
of the best Cuban families, reported to me 
as having just left Cienfuegos. They were 
well mounted and equi , and said they 
got their horses and all from the guerrillas 
without paying for them.”’. 


Renewed Attempts at Bribery. : 


Renewed efforts -have lately been made 
by the government to bribe the insurgents 
in the fleld to accept autonomy. 

Gomez spoke of these attempts with con- 
tempt. 

“In every army,” he sald, “there are 
a few traitors. With us very few.’’ | 

He then gave an account of an occurrence 
near Esperanza, Santa Clara, of the attempt 
of two recreant insurgent officers to betray 
their followers. into Spanish hands. This 
event is said to haye caused a ‘“ pro- 
found sensation” “in Madrid. Here is 
the story from lips of Gomez him- 
self, who cited” as ‘an illustration 
of pe spirit prevailing in the insurgent 
ranks: 

“ Cayito Alverez and Vicente Nunez, Lieu- 
tenant Colonels commanding in his army, 
had agreed to accept autonomy for a money 
consideration and had secretly arranged 
the terms. The day they were to meet the 
Spanish commander they took thirty men, 
Captain Noa being the only other officer in 
the. party. Getting near Esperanza, Noa 
said tothem: ‘ You are certainly not going 
to attack Esperanza in broad daylight with 
this litgle band?’ 

“They were then within one mile and a 
half of the village. They halted, and AJ- 
varez said: ‘No, but Colonel Nunez and I 
have decided to accept autonomy.’ Captain 
Noa replied: ‘We will take a vote and see 
how many are willing to go with you.’ 

“A vote was takem and only four of the 
thirty insurgents voted to accompany 4lI- 
varez and Nunez. Noa then told Alvarez 
he ought not to take a good mule he was 
riding, for it belonged in camp. Alvarez 
said he would not give it up, as he had 

'Phereupon Captain Noa cried Cuba 
Shot the traftors!’ 

* Alvarez fell with eleven shots in his body. 
Nunez tried to escape, but was captured and 
shot. The four insurgents who had voted 
to accept autonomy were held as prisoners 
by their companions and taken back to Gen- 
eral Bermudez, insurgent commander of 
that district, for trial. Susi 

“The firing brought out from Esperanza 
the Spanish troops which had been awaiting 
the surrender of: Alvarez and Nunes, and 
they took back to the village two corpses.

MISS BARTON IS COMING HOME. 


Unexpected Departure of the Red Cross 
President from Havana for 


“ Personal Reasons.” 


Havana, March 23.—Miss Clara Barton, 
President of the American branch of the 
_Red Cross society, left for New York today 
on the Key West mail steamer. It was not 
known until this morning that she intended 
to do go, | 

Miss Barton says the cause of her de- 
parture is purely personal and has to do 
with private financial matters. Miss Barton 
expects to go to Washington, and expressed 
the hope that she would soon be able to re- 
turn to Cuba.

Spanish 
troops under General Castellanos from 
Puerto Principe and Colonel Cruz Gonzales 
from Santa Cruz del Sur.

Havana’s Leading Paper Says the Re- 
port Cannot Be Scientific—Lee 
Exonerates Blanco. 


Havana, March 23.—La Lucha, in an éd-

ADOPT REORGANIZATION BILL.

Washington, D. C., March 23.—Among the 
President's callers today were Senators 
Cockrell, Turpie, and Foraker; General Dan 
Sickles, formerly United States Minister to 
Madrid; and Representative William Alden 
Smith of Michigan, who has recently re- 
turned from a trip to Cuba. The call of 
Messrs. Cockrell and Turpie was regarded 
as particularly significant, as they are rep- 
resentative Democrats in the Senate and 
their visit followed that of Senator Gorman 
yesterday. It was generally understood 
that in the present emergency the President 
desires patriotic unity without referencc to 
party. Secretaries Long and Alger also con- 
ferred with the President during the day. 

Secretary Long later said the Maine report 
probably would reach Washington tomorrow 
night. If, however, it did not come before 
8 o’clock Thursday evening Mr. Long said 
he probably would not receive it until Fri- 
day morning, when it would be laid before 
the President immediately. The Secretary 
did not think the President would give the 
document any consideration at a late hour. 
It was more probable, he thought, if Lieu- 
tenant Marix arrived at a late hour that 
he would take the report to a hotel for the 
night. 


Message Will Deal with Disaster. 
There has been no change ifn the plan of 


week, probably on Monday, aécompanied by 
a message fromthe President. It is definite- 
ly settled, however, that the message and 
the papers accompanying it will relate ex- 
clusively to the Maine disaster. It will not 
take up the fearful condition of affairs in 
Cuba as shown by the reports of United 
States Consuls, these being reserved for 
subsequent action and a later message to 
Congress. 

Secretary Long determined today to order

The Puritan by many experts is regarded as 
the most formidable fighting machine in the 
navy. 

In addition to its other preparations for 
possible trouble, the Navy department today 
took steps towards utilizing ten of the sea- 
going revenue cutters for use along the At- 
lantic coast. > 


Additional Guns for Revenue Cutters. 


Captain Shoemaker, chief of the revenue 
cutter service, conferred with Assistant Sec- 
retary Roosevelt during the day onthe plans 
for turning over these cutters to the navy. 
They will be first sent to Norfolk, where 
additional guns will be mounted, and then 
will proceed to Key West and becomea part 
of the squadron there. Their main serv- 
ice, however, will be as naval pickets, a 
chain of these fleet cutters being maintained 
outside of the ¢ruisers and battleships. The 
revenue cutter service now has ready for 
instant and active service 124 line officers, 
seventy-four engineers, 900 enlisted men, 
and nineteen vessels, of which fourteen are 
on the Atlantic coast. Two others‘are in 
course of construction at Cleveland, and 
with rush work can be completed and ready 
for sea in from thirty to forty-five days.

The departmental decision to send the 
monitors south made it necessary to replace 
them with something which would offer a 
species of defense. The ships are of the old 
type of monitor, and are armed with two 
fifteen-inch, smooth-bore, muzzle-loading 
guns. They will amply protect channels, 
and would effectively obstruct the passage 
of much larger and more modernly equip»yed 
ships of war. The remaining four monitors 
at League Island will stay at that yard for 
the present.

American Contracts for Torpedo Boats.

The number to be construct- 
ed has not been decided upon, but it seems 
likely that contracts will be given for a 
considerable number of each class.

STRONG PLEA FOR CUBA. 


SENATOR GALLINGER’S ADDRESS ON 
THE CONDITION OF THE ISLAND. 


He Urges Intervention and Expects to 
See Annexation or Independence— 
Spain Is Sharply Rebuked for the 
Cruelty of the System Which Pur- 
posely Starves four Hundred Thou- 
sand People—America’s Honor Is at 
Stake in the Matter. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—A vivid 
word picture of the horrors and barbarities 
of concentration on the Island of Cuba was 
drawn in the Senate today by Mr. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire. The Senator re- 
cently visited Cuba to study the situation 
there. Long before the Senate convened the 
galleries were packed. 

Almost as soon as the Senate convened Mr. 
Bacon [Ga.] introduced a joint resolution 
declaring that the United States should do 
everything in. its power to preserve peace 
with all the nations of the world and not be 
forced into a war except to preserve the 
honor and dignity of the nation. He said 
that he would not ask for immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution, but would per- 
mit it to He on the table until tomorrow. 

Then Mr. Hale of Maine, chairman of the 
Naval Affairs committee, quietly rose and 
favorably reported the bill providing for re- 
lief for the survivors of the Maine catas- 
trophe. There was a suppressed murmur of 
expectancy in the galleries but the measure 
was read and passed without a word of de- 
bate. 

Mr. Gallinger’s speech followed. He spoke 
in a low, clear tone of voice, distinctly 
audible throughout the Chamber. There 
was not an interruption by word through- 
out his speech. His auditors listened in- 
tently to his description of the horrors and 
cruelties suffered by the reconcentrados., 
When he declared, however, that a govern- 
ment that would starve 400,000 of its people 
would do anything, and followed this with 
the further declaration that the lives of the 
brave men lost in the Maine disaster could 
not be atoned for with gold or silver, a 
spontaneous wave of applause swept over 
the galleries and the Vice President had dif- 
ficulty in restoring order. When he had 
concluded he was accorded a burst of ap- 
plause, which the Vice President made’ lit- 
tle effort to restrain. 


Reviews Cuban History. 

In opening his speech, Mr. Gallinger said 
that after the calm, dispassionate, and 
touching statement concerning Cuba made 
in the Senate recently by Mr. Proctor of 
Vermont, it might be well for him to re- 
main silent, but, yielding to the desire ex- 
pressed by many of his colleagues, he had 
consented to give a plain recital of some of 
his observations on that “‘ unhappy island.”’ 
He referred to the efforts made by the 
Cubans in 1829, in 1844, in 1848, in 1850, in 
1851, in 1868, and again in 1895, to break 
the chain that bound them to Spain, in order 
that they might establish for themselves a 
free government, “‘ upon the soil that was 
rightly theirs.’’ 

Save the last, all these efforts have ended 
in failure. That failure is history and need 
not be recounted. Mr. Gallinger then de- 
tailed some of the events leading up to his 
arrival in Cuba and of his reception by 
Consul General Lee. 

“ General Lee,”’ said he, “ is deserving of 
the highest pessible praise for the manner in 
which he carries himself in Havana. Cool and 
fearless in the midst of difficulties‘and dan- 
gers, he never loses sight of the fact that 
he is an American citizen, nor is he un- 
mindful of the tremendous responsibilities 
and duties of his position.”’ 

Referring to his call upon the Autonomist 
Cabinet, Mr. Gallinger said it was evident 
that the President of the Cabinet was not 
encouraged in the work. 
said Mr. Gallinger, “ autonomy is a flat 
failure, opposed alike by the ultra Spaniards 
and the Cubans. The leaders of the insur- 
recfion have not forfetten how they were 
treated by Spain in 1878, and the blandish- 
ments and bribes now being offered them 
are spurned with contempt. ‘ Better deatn 
than autonomy,’ said a leading Cuban to 
me, ‘ for autonomy is only a pretense under 
which we would agdin be slaves te Spain.’ ”’ 

Mr. Gallinger recalled that he had heard 
during debates in the Senate denials made 
that a state of war existed in Cuba, but 
it required only a brief personal observa- 
tion to convince one that war actually did 
exist. A desolated country and its stricken 
people told the story more eloquently than 
it could be conveyed in words. ‘* The war in 
Cuba, however,” he said, “is a war of 

starvation and extermination—a war more 
cruel than the world has ever known.”’ 


| Weakness of Spain’s Army. 

The Spanish troops do not impress Amer- 
icans as great soldiers. They are under a 
lax discipline and are poorly uniformed and 
inadequately fed. The high officials do most 
of their fighting In hotels and cafés, the 
actual fighting being done by those of in- 
ferior grade On the contrary, the insur- 
gents are comfortably clad and under strict 
discipline. They occupy a large part of the 
island and could, in Mr. Gallinger’s judg- 
ment, take Havana or Matanzas whenever 
it might suit their purpose, although ‘these 
cities could not be held fer lack of a navy. 

“The scenes in the streets of Havana are 
harrowing beyond description. People in 
want and suffering are everywhere seen and 
walking skeletons meet one on every hand. 
Naked children, emaciated and ragged wom- 
en, ahd diseased and starving men throng 
the streets, the hotel lobbies, and every place 
of public resort. It is a terrible sight—one 
that sickens the heart and quickens every 
impulse of human sympathy and love. 

“Under the very shadow of cathedrals 
and churches, where Spain’s authority is 
absolutely unquestioned, the most horrible 
conditions are conceded to exist. Many 
have refused to believe that a great govern- 
ment was waging a war of extermination 
instead of a war of honor, yet such is an 
absolute fact. 

Beggary and Death. 

Matanzas is literally a place of beggary 
and death. Never before did my eyes behold 
such suffering and never again do I expect 
to see such bavoe wrought through a cruel 
and inhuman decree. A visit to the Matan- 
zas hospital revealed an even more shocking 
condition than the streets, Members of the 
Red Cross society who had visited one of the 
hospitals two weeks before were almost 
overcome upon discovering that nearly every 
one of the inmates at that time had since 
died. There poverty, sorrow, and suffering 
were depicted in their worst forms—children 
gaunt in face, but with abdomen and limbs 
terribly swollen; women in the last stages of 
emaciation, and men rapidly drifting to 
death. If there was food in these hospitais 


“ The truth is,’” 


I did not discover it; neither were there 
signs of medicine or of proper nursing and 
care.”" 
The Governor of Matanzas informed Mr. 
Gallinger that the first day he occupied the 
palace fifteen persons had died in the court- 
yard. He said further that in the city 1,200 
had died in November, 1,200 in December, 
700 in January, and 500 in February. The 
death rate was decreasing simply because 
~ reconcentrados by death were becoming 
ewer. ! 
“The number of people who have starved 
in Cuba will never be definitely known. It 
is estimated that 800,000 were driven from 
their homes into the cities and towns. I had 
it from Spanish authority that. according to 
their figures, 225,000 already have perished, 
but it is said that the Red Cross society is 
in porsession of figures showing that 425,000 
Cubans have died as the result of Spanish 
cruelty from starvation and that 200.000 
more must inevitably die. ’ 


Maine Case Not for Arbitration. 


“T have been asked many times, What of 
the Maine? I do not know. This, however, 
I do know: A government that will delib- 
erately starve 400,000 of its own people will 
do pretty much anything. .If the ship was 
blown up from the outside, what should our 
government do? Perhaps I should forbear 
to discuss that question now, but this I will 
venture to say: Human life purposely taken 


cannot be paid for in gold or silver. Mark 


my words, ‘ purposely taken,’ and if it shall 
appear that such was the fate of 250 brave 
American sailofs, then heaven pity the 
guilty parties. It will not be a question for 
arbitration, but a question involving the 
dignity and honor of this great republic.” 

Mr. Gallinger said there was little real 
loyalty to Spain in Cuba, as would be demon- 
strated when the hour of trial should come. 
He did not believe that Spain could subdue 
the insurgents. The Cubans had been op- 
pressed so long that they preferred death 
to continued Spanish rule. 

Mr. Gallinger referred to the matter of 
taxation. In addition to all direct and indi- 
rect taxes on real estate, there is a tax on 


every door, every window, and every ¢chim- 


ney in every house; on every letter, on every 
business sign, and on every name on every 
hotel register. Licenses are rerquired to 
build houses and to paint houses. There is 
a tax on food animals as a whole, and spe- 
cial taxes on the horns, the hoofs ,and the 
hide. In addition to all this, the interest on

“That, supremely confident in the loy- 
alty and patriotic devotion of the people of 
every class and of every section of the 
country, strong in more than 70,000,000 of 
people, resolute, brave, and ready for any 
personal sacrifice the honor and safety of 
their government. may require of them, and 
rich in the possession of material resources 
practically without limit, the United States 
nevertheless desires and intends in the pres- 
ent threatening emergency earnestly and pa- 
tiently to use every practicable and honora- 
ble means to preserve peace so far as the 
same may be consistent with the honor of 
the nation and with its duty to itself and to 
others.

“ New York, April 30, 1883.—Dear Badeau: 
I beg your pardon for not answering your 
letter requesting my views about th® capa- 
bilities of the defenses of the harbor of 
Havana to resist any navy. I supposed I 
had answered it, but your last letter reminds

“On my visit to Havana three years ago 
I had the opportunity of seeing the forts and 
armament. Both are formidable, and with 
additions that could easily be made before 
any country could attack them, impregna- 
ble from direct attack. on 
“But I should not regard Havana as a 
difficult place to capture with a combined 
army and navy. It would have to be done, 
however, by effecting a landing elsewhere 
and cutting off land communication with the 
army, while the navy would perform the 
same service on the water.

power, especially easy for the United States 
in case of war with Spain.

QUICK AID OR 225,000 STARVE. 


Consul General Lee Notifies the Central 


Cuban Committee of Pressing 
Needs. 


New York, March 23.—The steamer Oriza- 
ba, which sailed for Havana today, carried 
250 tons of Cuban relief supplies, consigned 
by the Central Cuban Relief,committee to 
Consul General Lee. 

“Consul General Lee has just informed 
this committee,’’ Stephen E. Barton, Presi- 
dent of the committee, said today, “ that he 
ascertains by careful investigation that no 
less than 225,000 reconcentrados are in abso- 
lute want and helplessly destitute. These 
are scattered through 400 towns which can 
be reached by the distributing methods now 
being employed. We have been sending 
what seemed to be immense quantities of 
food; but we need in order to relieve this dis- 
tress effectively the equivalent of 300 tons of 
cornmeal and fifty tons of bacon and lard 
each week. | 

“ Twice that quantity would be much more 
satisfactory. In order to guarantee this 
Mr. Schieren and myself estimate that we 
need at least $10,000 a week. Our receipts 
at the present tim@are about $5,000, about 
half in money and The other part in provis- 
ions.

Washington, D. C., March 23.—The sug- 
gestion made in the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations today for an appropriation

READY FOR WAR IF NEED BE 


With the knowledge that a war with Spain 
will have great effect on the business of the 
country the sentiment among the bankers 
of Chicago is different from that manifcsted 
in Wall street. Should the government find 
it necessary to issue a deciaration of war 
against Spain loyalty to the United States 
will move every bank official in this city. 
They say war is not to be desired, but should 
it come to a question of national honor it is 
far better to fight the matter out than to 
humble the country and throw a damper on 
the spirit of patriotism that actuates the 
people. 

“The Cuban affair should be settled one 
way or the other, and the sooner the better,”’ 
said John J. Mitchell, President of the Ili- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank. ‘' Although 
1 believe this country has no business with 
Cuba, and that we do not want the island 
annexed, still we have become engaged in 
this affair and it should be brought to a 
close soon. It is a continuous source of 
harassment and should be ended. I believe 
President McKinley has handled the matter 
so far with great wisdom and I have the 
fullest confidence in his judgment. I do not 
believe war. would seriously affect the bank- 
ing business of this city. I do not look for 
war, but the sooner the affair is closed the 
better.”’ | 


National Bank, was inclined to take a simi- 
lar view of the situation. * War will not 
affect the banking business in Chicago feri- 
ously,’’ he sai *“‘T think President McKin- 
ley has show imself competent to handle 
the matter. Congress has sustained him in 
his wishes, and I am sure that, whatever 
may turn up, he will prove himself equal to 
the occasion."’

“If the Cuban trouble results in a war 
with Spain,’’ said Herman Felsenthal, Pres- 
ident of the Bank of Commerce, “ it would 
be as @ fight between an elephant and a 
mouse. War is not to be sought, but a dec- 
laration of hostility Ils better than this state 
of uncertainty, The credit of the country is 
good and any money needed to cary on war 
will be easily raised by a sale of bonds. Cap- 
italists everywhere will be glad to buy them,

London, March 23.—It was reported in tho 
lobby of the House of Commons tonight that 
France has finally admitted the accuracy of 
the news of the French advance in Sokota, 
west central Africa, lastgmonth, which had 
been formerly denied. It is understood that 
the admission is accompanied by explana- 
tions and by an expression of regret. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Standard 
says: “I am credibly informed that Spain 
has informally inquired at Paris whether 
France, as her largest .creditor and tradi- 
tional friend, would, either alone or in con- 
junction with other powers, mediate at 
Washington, and also whether it is possible 
to place a Spanish loan in France.” 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘* We learn that 
_the long Cabinet council on Monday was to 
consider an intimation from the Marquis of 
Salisbury of his desire, acting under medical 
advice, to resign both the Premiership and 
the Foreign Secretaryship. Our news is ob- 
tained from a source usually trustworthy, 
but the crisis may take a few weeks to de- 
velop, the Queen being abroad. Lord Salis- 
bury’s sutcessors are almost certain to be 
the Duke of Devonshire as Premier and Ar- 
thur J. Balfour as Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs.”’ 


CRISPI IS MERELY CENSURED. 


Chamber of Deputies Finds Its Powers 
Are Limited with Reference to 
the Ex-Premier’s Case. 


. Rome, March 23.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties today adopted by a vote of 267 to 7 the 
committee report recommending “ political 
censure’ against former Premier Crispi, 
who has been accused of compiicity in the 
Bank of Naples scandals and of illegal traf- 
ficking in decorations. 

Before the vote was taken the Minister of 
the Cham- 
ber could arraign Sig. Crispi after a sen- 
tence from the Court of Cassation, but could 
not initiate a prosecution and thereby fore- 
stall judicial procedure.. The resolution of 
Sig.

Evangelist Speaks on “Being Born 
Again” to a Large Congregation, 
and an Overflow Meeting Is Held in 
Another Edifice—Draws from His 
Hearers Hearty Declaration of 
Faith—Work of Collecting Funds 
for the Cubans to Go On.

flow meeting listened to the Rev. R. A. Tor- 
rey. | 
“Being Born Again" was the subject 
treated by the evangelist last night, and 
after the addregs he led the way to the Sun- 
day school room below, where men and wom- 
en were given an opportunity to tell of their 
experiences with the second birth. In an- 
swer to the question raised at the beginning 
of his address by Mr. Moody as to how many 
in the audience believed the son of God 
taught the truth, a forest of hands shot up 
over the audience. 

Mr. Moody declared the eNMer brother of 
the prodigal son to be the meanest man of 
whom history contained a record, He had 
all the advantages of training and influence 
and he ought to have rejoiced at the return 
of the lost brother. : 

“ There is joy in heaven,” said he, “ over 
the one who returns. If there is a man in 
this house who feels angry when some poor 
drurkard returns to his father’s house, or 
if some poor, fallen woman comes back, I 
say that his heart needs regeneration. He 
must be born again. | 

“Tt ie easy to get up on the platform 
and talk against the drunkard, but perhaps 
in the same conditions that surrounded him 
and brought about hisdownfall we ourselves 
would have gone down. It is the duty of 
the church to look after these men and try 
to redeem them. The church is nearer the 
heart of God than any other institution the 
¢un shines on, but it does not stand to reason 
that a man is born again because he is a 
member of achurch. Some men go to church 
only to hide their own rascality. The ordi- 
nancées of the churches, while all right in 
their way, prove sometimes to be stumbling 
blocks.”’ 

Speaking more directly to the university 
part of his audience, Mr. Moody said there 
was no danger of too much culture if care 
was observed to put in the seed after the 
proper degree of culture had been reached.

OTHER MEMBERS SMIRCHED. 


Philadelphia, Pa.,; March 23.—[Special, 
District Attorney Graham today began his 
promised investigation into the alleged 
bribery and attempted bribery of members 
of City Councils to secure the passage of the 
notorious Schuylkill Valley water bill. 

Before he had finished one member of the 
Select Council had admitted that he had re- 
ceived a bribe of $500 to vote for the favor- 
able recommendation of the bill by t 
Water committee, and charged that another 
Councilman, a member of the lower branch, 
had received a like amount to influence his 
vote, the briber himself being a member of 
the Councils. 

Louis J. Walker, a member of the Select 
Council from the Tenth Ward, a photogra- 
pher by occupation, was the man ad- 
mitted having received the cash. 

E. E.. Smith, Common Councilman from 
the Eleventh Ward, was the man he charged 
with reveiving a similar bribe from the same 
donor, the latter being Common Councilman 
and Public Buildings Commissioner Charles 
J. Seeger. Nor did District Attorney Gra- 
ham cease with this admission of crooked 
work to pass the bill. 

From Select Councilman Byram of the 
Twenty-third Ward Mr. Walker said he had 
received an offer of $5,000 to vote for the 
bill on its final passage, the suave Frank- 
ford Colonel telling him there was $5,000 

in it’ to thus cast his vote. 


Ready. Cash for Votes. 


From Select Councilman Bringhurst, chair- 
man of the council's joint Committee on 
Water, he learned that Nelson. W. Green, 
ea counsel for the Sthuylkill Valley 

ater company, was apparently ready to 
pay cash for votes. Mr. Bringhurst testi- 
fied that Mr. Green said he knew some “ fix- 
ing" would have to be done, and requested 
the witness to find out who needed fixing, 
how much and what they wanted, and then 
leave the resttohim.

A curious feature of present stock market 
conditions ts that while actual trading is 
confined almost solely to “ professionals,”’ 
yet the public at large appears to consist of 
more, than interested spectators.

The unusual presence of a large number 
of people of the investing class in their of- 
fices has been noticed by practically all of 
the leading brokers in town. It is evident 
that these people think stocks will go still 
a and that they are perhaps delaying, 

s until the moment when war

break. They are doubtless attracted to the 
market by the intrinsic cheapness of stocks, 
but are holding off on the principle that 
nothing is really cheap which ie be 
cheaper.

not it be possible, when the final shock

Some traders are now, 
however, beginning to think that the pre- 
cipitation of the war crisis would simply 
mark a turning point—that there would be 
gome tremor at first and 
on which investors would come in, believing 
that the worst was over and that prices 
would go no lower—that shorts would be- 
come scared over the’ failure of their ex- 
pectations, and that bear covering and in- 
vestment buying combined would give a de- 
cidedly strong tone to the market. One 
thing seems to be likely, and that is that if 
there is to be’ panic it will be panic of the 
bears rather than of bills. The period of 
forced liquidation ts over, and it is only the 
bears who now have big speculative inter- 
ests at stake. If they should find that war 
did not cause the break they expected they 
would cover, and might reasonably tumble 
over eath other in so doing.

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The Western Joint Traffic bureau {fs dead. 
It will be discontinued on April 1. Heroic 
efforts were made by “ Dr.” J. W. Midgley 
to save the patient's life, but they proved 
fruitless. The executive officers of the vari- 
ous roads interested in the bureau were 
called in for consultation yesterday, and 
they reached .the conclusion that the case 
was hopeless. 

With the dissolution of the bureau Chair- 
man Midgley loses his job. The bureau has 
been governed by a board of five commis- 
sioners, of which Mr. Midgley was the chief, 
but he was the only commissioner with 
whom the roads forming the bureau had no 
contract. As there was no use for more 
than one man to take charge of whatever 
organization may be formed to take the 
place of the Joint. Traffic bureau, it was de- 
cided to let Mr. Midgley go and divide the 
work to be done hereafter among the other 
four. 

Regret Midgley’s Departure. 

Much regret was expressed by the execu- 
tive officers at letting Mr. Midgley step 
down and out after so many years of able, 
efficient, and faithful services. All admitted 
he was in no way to blame for the collapse 
of the association, but that it was due to 
violation of agreements by mem- 


As there is absolute need of an association 
to issue joint tariffs, compile statistics, em- 
ploy and supervise joint agencies at various 
business centers, and do other things in 
which unity of action on the part of the 
roads is required, it was decided to form as 
goon as possible a new association to do 
that work. The Western Trunk Line com- 
mittee, together with the four commission- 
ers, C. A. Parker, H. H. Courtright, C. L. 
Wellington, and H. L. Shute, were instructed 
to take the matter up. This committee con- 
curred immediately after the adjournment 
of the executive officers’ meeting, and is now 
at work on a new plan of agreement. C. A. 
Pafker, who is now the chairman of the 
Western Trunk Line committee, will un- 
doubtedly be the chairman of the new asso- 
ciation. 


Mr. Midgley’s Career. 


J. W. Midgley, who retires from the chair- | 
manship of the Western Joint Traffic bu- 
reau, is one of the best known railway offi- 
cials in the country. He is a man of great 
ability and a brilliant writer. He was the 
chairman of the first Western Freight asso- 
ciation ever formed and has held this posi- 
tion with all the succeeding Western Traffic 
associations up to the present time. 

A private dispatch received here from St. 
Louis last evening stated that George T. 
Nicholson, General Passenger and Ticket 
‘Agent of the St. Louis and San Francisco, 
had been appointed Passenger Traffic Man- 
ager of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
system in place of W. F. White, deceased.

Monterey, Cal., March 23.—The Transcon- 
tinental Freight bureau, which is meeting 
here, has begun work in earnest, nearly all 


the delayed freight officials having arrived. 


A. J. Vanlandigham, A. M. Johnson, and J. 
JZ. Wait constitute a delegation of Chicago 
and St. Louls business-men who accom- 
panied the traffic men here to work for a 
reduction in the difference of the transcon- 
tinental carload and less than carload rates. 
San Francisco jobbers also have representa- 
tives at the convention to counteract the 
HMastern men’s efforts. This fight, if gained 
by the Eastern men, means practically doing 
away with the middlemen for coast retail 
dlealers. The subjects so far considered have 
been chiefly relative to freight rates from 
Wastern points and the Missouri River to 
Pacific points. There was an increase made 
in rates on machinery, etc., from $1.10 to 
$1.15 in carjoad lots; on toys from $1 to $1.30 
for less than carload lots; paints, oils, and 
varnishes from $1 to $1,35 for less than car- 
load lots, all being applicable from Eastern 
to Pacific coast points. 


‘Will Test the Nebraska Law. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 23.—(Special.]— 
Freight rates in Nebraska are to be ordered 
reduced at least 10 per cent, probably more, 
despite the United States Supreme Court 
decision declaring the maximum freight rate 
law unconstitutional 
- The decision was arrived at today by the 
State Board of Transportation, which under 


the new law is given power to regulate rates | 


at its discretion. Action will be taken under 
a complaint filed Jast fall by T. H. Sibbles, 
reciting that local rates were extortionate, 
and demanding a reduction. The Sibbles 
complaint has been long pending, the board 
dosiring to await the opinion from Washing- 
ton before enforcing it. 

Since the Supreme Court decided adverse- 
ly to the State<it has been decided to test 
the Nebraska law enacted a year ago. The 
hearing is set for April 6, and notices have 
been sent to the railroad companies.

AMENDMENTS ARE MADE. 


Future Structures May Not Ex- 
ceed 130 Feet High. 


APPROVED BY THE MAYOR. 


Electro-Glass Shutters May Replace 
Ones of Iron. 


DEPARTMENT IS PROVIDED FOR. 


Any one contemplating the erection of a 
building over 130 feet in height will do well 
to get out his permit before the Mayor 
signs the building ordinance passed yester- 
day. As soon as the ordinance becomes a 
law -all structures erected in Chicago will 
be limited to that height. The Mayor ap- 
_ proves of the ordinance and will sign it 
probably today or tomorrow. 

The limitation on the height of buildings 
to be erected under it was the important 
amendment to the building law which the 
Council passed at a special meetimg in the 
afternoon. The limit as fixed in the ordi- 
mance drawn by the commission was 155 
feet, but Alderman Brennan moved it be 
_ Changed to 130 feet. This was opposed by 

Alderman Mavor and Alderman Gunther, 

but Joseph Downey, the head of the com- 
mission, said he thought 130 feet was enough, 
and so it was fixed at that figure. This 
height is supposed to mean ten stories. 

Another amendment provided that the 
owner could substitute for iron shutters, if 
he so desired, shutters made of ‘‘ wire 
giass or djectro-plated prisms not éxceed- 
ing four itches square.” Alderman Mavor 
and Alderman Math started to oppose this, 
but quit after Secretary Boyden of the 
Underwriters’ association had explained the 
insurance companies wanted the change, as 
they regarded the glass shutters better than 
fron and a test had shown they would resist 
fire and water equally as well. He also said 
Chief Swenie had recommended the change. 
The advantage claimed for the glass is it 
enables a watchman to detect a fire, while 
the tron shutters hide it, and firemen can 

break through the glass shutters to play on 
a fire, while the iron ones ofien prevent 
. them from getting at the biaze. 

Alderman Nelson had passed an amend- 
ment compelling fireproof walls between ele- 
vator shafts and stairways built around 
them in all buildings over four stories in 
height. 

Fire Escapes Provided For. 


An amendment to the section providing all 
buildings over four stories in height must 
be furnished with fire escapes was passed, 
so that the provision now applies to existing 
buildings as well as those to be erected under 
the ordinance. The commissioner is empow- 
—— to see to it this provision is complied 

t 

The ordinance, as passed, provides for a 
buliding department, with a commissioner at 
$5,000 a year; a deputy commissioner, at 
$4,000; and a force of different kinds of in- 
spectors. The commissioner is to appoint all 
his subordinates, which may result in a 
clash with the Civil Service commission. 

Thée commissioner is made the judge of 
all questions arising as to whether existing 
or contemplated buildings comply with the 
terms of the ordinance, and is required to 
make an inspection of all suspected bu!!d- 
ings. In case he finds fault he must inform 
the -owner, and can declare the building 

mnusable until the corrections are made. 

@ can also stop the work on any building 

course of erection when he thinks the 
ordinance is being violatedg Al! inspectors 
must be experts. In disputed case the 
Owner can appeal within five days from 
the decision of the commissioner by depos- 
iting the money necessary to pay the co¢ts 
and a board of three arbitrators be named to 
pass upon the case. These arbitrators have 
the power to summon witnesses. If the ap- 
pellant loses he forfeits the money. 


Must File Copies of Plans. 


All building permits shall be void if work 
is not begun within six months of the time 
of taking them out. Copies of the plans 


* of bulidings to be erected, stamped to show 


their correctness, must be filed with the 
commissioner. Plans so Stamped cannot be 
changed in any way without notice to the 
commissioner, and his consent obtained. 
The fee for buildings over one story in 
height shall be 10 cents for every 1,000 cubic 
‘feet contained in the structure. : 

No permit for the erection of any hospital 
. in a residence street can be issued without 
the written consent of the people owning 
the entire frontage of the four sides of the 
block in which it is to be located and the 
entire frontage on the opposite side of the 
street on which the hospital faces. No 
livery stable shall be built in any block 
in which one-third of the buildings are res- 
idences without the consent of all the own- 
ers on both sides of the block. < 

In all “ skeleton construction’ buildings 
the iron or steel skeleton must be covered 
with brick, terra cotta, or Tire cluy. Inside 
pillars must be likewise protected. Similar 
protection must be given the weight-carry- 
ing parts of “ slow-burning construction ”’ 
.. buildings, except that oak beams of more 
than 100 square inches sectional size need 
not be covered. Foundations shall be pro- 
portioned to the actual! loads they shall have 
to carry, and shall be constructed of cement, 
concrete, dimension or rubble stone, sewer 
or paving brick. If iron or steel is used the 


filling shall be Portiand cement, and timber | 


piles shall be covered with a grillage of 
either oak timber or cement. les shall 
not be loaded more than twenty-five tons 
each, and the extreme fiber strain on the 
grillage shall not be miore than 1,200 pounds 
to the square inch. 


Qoads on Brick Work. 

Brick work leid in Portland cement shall 
not be loaded more than 25,000 pounds a 
square foot; in ordinary cement net more 
than 18,000 pounds. The other provisions re- 
garding the use of brick go to the manner 
of its laying and provide for proper bonds 
and ledges. . 

In all warehouses, stores, and similar bulld- 
ings the thickness of all walls shall depend 
on their height, both the external walis and 
interior ones used to sustain weight being 

ted from twelve inches in a one-story 
building to thirty-two inches in a twelve- 
story structure. Practically the same scale 
applies to residences, hotels, and office and 
apartment buildings. 

Where le are over 100 feet in length 
without walis of equal height an in-

crease of four inches shall be made in their 


thickness.

methcds of inspection. Those providing 
against accidents and fatalities by fire were

BUILDING DISASTER. 
Indictments May Be Found—State’s At- 
torney Deneen Will Pash the Inves- 
tigation—Coroner’s Inquest Is Held 
—Verdict Censures Owners for Lack 
of Escapes—Razing of the Ruined 
Walls Is Begun—Another Stranger 
May Be a Victim. H 


The grand jury will investigate the Ayer 
Building fire and collapse, which involved the 
sacrifice of nearly a score of lives. When 
the responsibility for the disaster has been 
located, it is intimated, indictments for man- 
slaughter may be brought against those 
whose carelessness or failure to comply with 


caused the deaths of so many persons. 
The inquest over the ten victims whose 
bodies had been viewed by the jury from 
time to time was held at Rolston’s under- 
taking rooms, 22 Adams street, yesterday. 
4.e@ Coroner’s jury returned a verdict cen- 
suring the owner, Frederick Ayer, for ne- 
giect to comply with the fire escape law, and 
recommending that the grand jury make an 
investigation. | 
The verdict and copies of the evidence taken 
will be submitted this morning to State's 
Attorney Charles 8. Deneen by Coroner 
Berz. 
“The fire will surely be investigated, 
declared Mr. Deneen yesterday. “AS soon 
as the verdict reaches me the matter will 
receive attention. shall render all possible 
assistance in sifting the affair to the bottom. 
I suppose the investigation will be deferred 
until the April grand jury is sworn in, 


Coroner’s Jury Censures Owners. 
The verdict in the case of Edward Ww. Binz 


was as follows: 
“That the said Edward W. Binz came to 


from shock, injury, and burns received, 
caused by jumping from a burning building, 
known as the Ayer Building, located at 215- 
219 Wabash avenue, on March 16, 1898; and 
from the evidence presented we, the jury, 
believe that had said building been properly 
provided with sufficient fire escapes, as 
vided by law, the decedsed would not have 
met his death in the manner and form above 
described. We therefore censure the owner 
or owners of the said building in that respect, 
ami we, the jury, recommend that the matter 
be referred to the grand jury for further in- 
vestigation.” 

Coroner Berz conducted the inquiry per- 
sonally, assisted by Deputy Coroner Edward 
J. Williams. The jury was composed of 
Clark Saunders, foreman; James T. Lawler, 
Henry Henske, Harry Nellis, L. C. Boyd, and 
William Clark. After the inquest the Coro- 
ner said he would lose no time in bringing 
to the attention of the State's Attorney the 
finding of the jurors. As Mr. Deneen was 


engaged in the Dreyer case the conference 
was deferred until this morning.

Incomplete Registration Re-

SIX PRECINCTS “MISSING. 


Figures Indicate Big Coloniza- 
tion in Three Wards.

With six precincts missing, revised re- 
turns as made to the Election Commisioners 
from Tuesday’s registration show that 73,669 
voters had their names placed on the poll 
books. The missing precincts are one each 
in the First, Fourth, Twelfth, and Twenty- 
fifth Wards and twoin the Thirtieth. The 
figures from these would raise the total to 
74.000. As compared with one year ago, 
when there was so much excitement over the 
Mayoralty fight, the result is all that was 
expected. Then, as now, the First Ward 
showed enormous gains, 4,052, as against 
4,781, police returns on last Tuesday. 
Officially the Twentieth Precinct has not 
been reported.

GRANTS 90-YEAR LEASES. 


‘SCHOOL BOARD AGREES TO PHILBIN 
_. AND CHAPIN & GORE PLANS. 


Two New Buildings in the Down-Town 
District, to Cost Not Less than $250,- 
000 Each, Guaranteed Within Five 
Years—Revaluation to Be Made 
Once in a Decade Until 1925—Al- 
leged Anti-Lane Resolution Is In- 


troduced, | 


The Board of Education last night came to 
a decision in regard to the two pieces of 
school property occupied by the Chapin & 
’ Gore and Alice E. Philbin estates. The prop- 
erty ‘was released to the present occupants 
for a period of ninety years, the ten-year 
revaluation clause being eliminated. 

Once every ten years for thirty years, by 
the term of the leases, the rental is to be 
raised 5 per cent, the last sum to hold in 
force until the expiration of the leases. 
Within, five years the lessees are to erect 
modern steel buildings on the sites, to cost 
not less than $250,000 each. The order passed 
the board with three dissenting votes. 

The Chapin & Gore property, 54x150 feet, 
is located on the north side of Monroe street, 

ween Dearborn and State streets, just 
east of the alleyway. It is at present occu- 
pled by Chapin & Gore’s restaurant and wine 
house. The Philbingproperty is on the west 
side of State street, south of Madison, com- 
prising 72x120 feet—the building now empty, 
but recently occupied by Frank Bros. 

This repurt of the Committee on School 
Fund Property caused considerable discus- 
sion. The two items were finaly separated 
and thus voted on. 

From 1895 to 1905 the annual rental 6f the 
Chapin & Gore property is to be $13,800; from 
1905 to 1915, $14,490: from,1915 to 1925, $15,214; 
from 1925 to 1985, $15,975. : 

The annual rental of the Philbin property 
is to be $27,000 from 1895 to 1905; from 1905 
to 1915, $28,350; from 1915 to 1925, $29,767; 
from 1925 to 1985, $31,255. 

It was stated by members of the com- 
mittee that the occupants were anxious to 
have the matter settled, as they were con- 
sidering plans for immediate building. 
Trustee Sherwood opposed the finding of 
the committee with respect to the stri ng 
out of the ten-year revaluation clause. 
Trustees Adams, Gallagher, and Sherwood 
voted against the lease of the Chapin & 
Gore property, and Adams and Sherwood 
against the Philbin lease. 

Graham Harris and Bernard Rogers intro- 
duced a resolution that was construed by 
several members to be the beginning of a 
plan to secure the election of another man 
to succeed Superintendent Lane during the 
coming year.
